A TALE OF HORROR 


Suit May Be Brought Against Consta­ 
ble J ohn H. Chaney and the 
Men On His Bond. 


Story of Survivors of Steomer 
Volencit. 


SAVED BY “ CITY OF TOPEKA. " 


Twenty Men on Life Raft Were in 
Most Pitiable Condition When 
They Were Picked Up. 


Seattle, 
Wash., 
Janu ary 
2 5 .—A 
special reprentativ e o f the Po st Intel­ 
ligencer telegraphs fro m Po rt Angeles 
that the rescu e ship City o f To peka 
picked u p a life raft, late y esterday , 
six miles o ff Cape Beale, with twenty 
su rv iv o rs o f the Valencia o n bo ard. 
A terrible sea was ru nning. 
One 
minu te the raft wo u ld be po ised o n 
to p o f a wav e and the nex t it wo u ld 
be lo st fro m v iew in the gu lly fo rmed 
by the mo u ntaino u s breakers. 
The men o n the raft battled brav ely 
with a pair o f o ars to reach the City 
o f To peka which, o wing to the danger­ 
o u s co ast, co u ld no t ru n in any clo ser 
to them. Within half a mile fro m the 
raft a bo at was lo wered fro m the 
To peka in charge o f Seco nd Mate 


L. A. Bradley , a respectable, indu s­ 
trio u s Pettis co u nty termer, was ar­ 
rested last ev ening by Depu ty Co n­ 
stable Elmer Smith, and lo dged in the 
co u nty jail, the o fficer charging Brad­ 
ley with hav ing distu rbed the peace. 
Later Mr. Bradley was released fro m 
the jail o n a bo nd signed by a nu mber 
o f Sedalia bu siness men. 
Depu ty Co nstable 
Smith 
claimed 
that Bradley had distu rbed the peace 
at the White Ho u se ho tel, while u nder 
the influ ence o f iiqu o r. Messrs. Bo s­ 
well and Ay res, pro prieto rs o f the 
White Ho u se, info rmed the Demo crat 
that Bradley did no t distu rb their 
peace, o r that o f any o ne else,while he 
was at the ho tel. 
Rev . Ay ers said 
Bradley ’s who le o ffense, if it co u ld be 
called an o ffense, was to go to sleep 
at a table in the dining ro o m. 
The 
sleeping man was awakened, and be 
left the place in a qu iet and o rderly 
manner. 
Rev . Ay res also stated that the o f­ 
ficer was to ld that Bradley had creat­ 
ed no distu rbance, and they did no t 
want him 
arrested. 
Officer Smith 
stated in defense o f the arrest that 
Bradley u sed v ery pro fane langu age 
o n the street, after he had been re­ 
qu ested to leav e the ho tel. 
The case was to hav e co me u p fo r 
trial this fo reno o n in Ju dge W. E. 
Co nner’s co u rt, bu t Pro secu ting At­ 
to rney C. C. Kelly , after inv estigating 
the alleged facts regarding Bradley ’s 
arrest, .declined to sign an 
tio n against Bradley , and Ju dge Co n­ 
ner dismissed the charges.

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FINDS HIS MOTHER 


Soldier Who Has Enlisted for 
the Third Time. 


IS NOW LIVING IN SEDALIA. 


Son Had Written to Hie Mother, But 
His Letters Were Never Re­ 
ceived By Her. 


(From Wednesday’s Dally.) 
After seven years of 
separation, 
believing the other to be dead, 
George Allen soldier by profession, 
learned Sunday of the whereabouts of 
his mother, and today, 
in Sedalia, 
where the mother lives, a happy re­ 
union of mother and son will be held, 
says today's Kansas City Journal. 
Alien re-enlisted for a third term in 
the army Saturday at the local army 
recruiting station. While awaiting 
^transportation to Jefferson barrack s,

His mother and father 
were then living near Topek a. While 
nerving in Cuba, he was strick en with 
fever, and for several months was un­ 
able to write to his parents. 
They 
learned of his Illness, and finally ga\e 
him up as dead. 
His father died, and the mother 
went to live with relatives at 
St. 
Louis. Allen wrote to his home, af­ 
ter he had returned to the United 
States, but his letters never reached 
his mother. 
He tried through several channels 
to locate his parents, but could only 
learn that hla father was dead. He 
went to Topek a, bat there was no one 
who could tell him where his mother 
had gone. He re-enlisted to the army, 
wait to the Philippines, and, on re­ 
taining, re-enlisted the second time. 
In the meantime his mother moved to 
Sedalia. 
According to Mabe, Allen’s mother 
Is very poor, and In her 
declining 
years is badly in need of her son’s 
assistance. Allen has ask ed of Lieu­ 
tenant Mason, officer in charge of the 
local recruiting station, to allow him 
a discharge from the service that he 
may look after his old mother. Lieu­ 
tenant Mason will tak e the matter 
under advisement, and Allen’s dis­ 
charge will probably be allowed. 
" Allen’s service In the army has been 
mcoellent throughout his three enlist­ 
ments, and this will be a favorable 
feature in his request for a discharge 
from the service.

None of bis household was 
looking for him. 
He announced that 
be would go to the senate the next 
day . 
Ihstead, he was sent to New 
York at noon. 
He bad been seized 
w ith aphasia. His relatives determin­ 
ed to immediately consult Ms phy si­ 
cians in New York. 
Besides, 
thev 
wished to save him from possible an­ 
noy ance, perhaps humiliation, in the 
senate chamber. 
A consultation of the senator’s phy ­ 
sicians was held y esterday , dispatch 
es state. 
Mr. Depew’s melancholia takes the 
form of the belief 
that every our 
seeks to attack him for alleged mis­ 
deeds. 
On his way to the capitol he 
constantly expressed the fear that the 
senators would not receive him cor­ 
dially . His old associates have vainly 
tried to prove to him that such fears 
are groundless. An intimate friend of 
Mr. Depew visited him a day or two 
ago. 
At first Mr. Depew 
did not 
know his friend, but In a very brief 
tim e he recognized his visitor 
and 
talked to him for half an hour, lucidly 
and animatedly . Another close friend 
who saw Mr. Depew recently thus de­ 
scribes his condition: 
“The senator will talk rationally , 
and, perhaps, with some of his old 
spirit. 
Suddenly his ey es will be­ 
come blank, and he will be powerless 
to continue the conversation. 
This 
condition will last for different peri­ 
ods, but it recurs more and more fre­ 
quently .”

Theory Oaused Suicide of An Old Man 
In Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 20.—Because 
he was a believer in Dr. Osier’s theory 
and there was no need for him to con­ 
tinue to live, because of old age, Geo.

Atlantic City , January 20.—An ab­ 
solutely fireproof hotel, twelve stories 
high, built without a single brick, steel 
beam, girder or column, is Atlantic 
City ’s latest novelty . 
The like of 
this structure is not to be found 
any ­ 


where else. 
For various reasons— 
one being that 
the noise of 
erecting a steel frame 
building would 
have 
driven away 
guests 
from 
adjoining 
hotels—the 
builders and architects were called 
upon for plans by 
which it would be 
oossible to put up a structure 326 feet 
long and 100 feet high, without the 
racket made 
by 
steelriveters and 
stone workers. 
The first exclusively 
hollow 
tile and cement building on a 
large scale is the result. 
The necessity for keeping compara­ 
tively quiet was only one trouble of 
the builders of this architectural won­ 
der. 
At the very outset the builders, 
the National 
Fireprooflng Co., were 
confronted with a 
foundation prob­ 
lem which was finally solved by driv 
ing 1,300 piles into the sand of '.he 
beach by jetty ing. On this foundation 
a frame of concrete uprights and gir­ 
ders, strengthened with steel rods, 
was raised. Next came the walls and 
floors, all of 
fireproof 
hollow tile.

History , New York, has been reward­ 
ed by the discovery of remains of the 
“mountain horse” or Orohippus. 
This 
discovery fills in the last gap in the 
record which science has long endeav­ 


ored to make perfect. 
The museum began its explorations 
in 19 01 under the direction of Profes­ 
sor Henry F. Osborn, curator of the 
department of vertebrate paleontology , 
with a trip to the Big Horn Basin of 
northern 
Wy oming. 
The 
expenses 
were defray ed from a fund contributed 
by the late William C. Whitney . 
At 
his death these special explorations 
had to cease, the hunt for fossil horses 
Is now carried on in conjunction with 
that for other fossil 
animals, until 
some 
equally 
public-spirited 
horse 
lover comes forwerd to continue It 
distinctively . 
The locality around Fort Bridger, 
Wy oming, was carefully searched for 
fossils, but particulars for the “moun­ 
tain horse,” fragments of which had 
been found and named by Professor 
Marsh in 1872. 
Parties sent out by 
the American Museum 
visited this 
region In 
189 3 and 189 5, and from 19 03 
to 19 05, but in spite of the most in­ 
defatigable 
eflcrts 
tha 
Orohippus 
eluded the searchers 
It had begun 
to look as though the attempt to lo­ 
cate bis skeleton would have to ne 
given up 
as hopeless, when on the 
very last day of the final expedition 
of 
19 05, just when 
the 
party was 
about to return, the long looked for 
remains were unearthed. 
These con­ 
sisted of the skull, backbone, limbs 
aqd other parts of the skeleton of the 
very stage wanted. 
The find has not been publicly an­ 
nounced heretofore, and it will be 
some time before the museum has 
ready its exhibit, showing every stage 
of horse evolution, beginning when 
the ancestors of the horse of today 
was about the size of an Irish terrier. 
The museum has 
already classified 
the fossils of the 
horse previously 
found in various localities in the west­ 
ern part of the United States, and 
will thus be able now to place before 
the public 
a 
complete 
record of 
equine evolution from the early day s 
of the Eocene period, estimated at 
three million y ears ago, down to the 
present time. 
The museum's latest discovery Is 
of the greatest importance, not only 


because it will make these records 
more 
complete, but also because it 
may lead to the 
verification of the 
theory that the horse originated In 
this country . 
Professor Osborn will 
make a thorough examination of these 
remains 
and 
his 
conclusions are 
awaited with a great deal of interest.

Norway Is the leader 
tff all European countries In liberality 
concerning this movement. In 1901 It 
extended universal suffrag e to men, 
removing the property qualiflcatfons 
which had before restricted the suf­ 
frag e, and at the same time it ex­ 
tended municipal suffrag e to all wom­ 
en who pay tax es on a y early Income 
of 17 5 in the country districts or $110 
In the cities. A married woman who 
cwns property in 
common with her 
husband, he pay ing the taxes, is also 
entitle.! tj tnunlcipAl suffrag e. 
Women have very g enerally voted 
irodet this law, and In the capital city 
of Christiania six women have been 
elected members of the common coun­ 
cil.

Manila is a good deal more of a 
city than I ex pected to find it, writes 
Editor Howe, of the Atchison Glob e. 
This was my impression as I viewed ic 
from the ship’s deck, while waiting ff# r 
the port doctor, and the custom house 
ofllcers. 
These ofllcials finally came 
off. and were very slow. We Yankees 
are very rapid and b ustling in patri­ 
otic American literature, b ut I noticed 
that the native 
Filipinos 
unloaded 
two hundred cattle from the ship b e­ 
fore the American ofllcials unloaded 
thirty -six passengers. I was surprised 
at the size of Manila as I viewed it 
from the b ay ; I was still more surpris­ 
ed after we passed Into the Pasig 
river, and steamed toward the custom 
house; the b uildings are larger than 
I ex pected to find them, and more Im­ 
posing looking. 
The hay was crowd­ 
ed with ships, and the Pasig river 
was lined on eitheV side with small 
b oats. 
I found Manila a b usy , Im­ 
portant city , nearly as large as San 
Francisco, with wide streets and im­ 
posing b uildings. I have read a great 
deal ab out Manila, 
of course, and 
have often heard it describ ed, b ut no 
one has ever made me understand it. 
We decided to go to the Delmonlco 
hotel, and were 
taken 
there In a 
queer two-wheeled vehicle, with the 
driver sitting on a seat just in front 
of us. 
The Delmonico hotel is with­ 
in the walled city . During the Spanish 
reign, Manila was surrounded b y an 
immense wall and moat. The wall has 
b een torn down in many places, and 
the moat filled up b y the Americans. 
Within an hour after our arrival at 
the Delmonico Louis Hillls and wife, 
formerly of Atchison, called on us, 
and we went for a drive ab out the 
city . At 6 o’clock we attended a con­ 
cert given b y a b and of eighty men. In 
a fine park on the shore of the b ay . 
A doub le track street railway ran on 
one side of the park, which was b ril­ 
liantly lighted with electric lights, 
and thousands of 
orderly and well 
dressed people walked ab out. 
Seven 
out of ten of the men were dressed In 
white. 
Handsome 
horses 
attended 
b y fine carriages 
were 
drawn up 
around the b and stand, and automo­ 
b iles were numerous. 
I haven’t wit­ 
nessed a finer scene in y ears.
